DETROIT—Three days before the De- 
troit riots, that city’s summer task force, 
a civilian riot-control group, was assigned 
to control and end a simulated riot.

Jericho and the unpleasant 
milky blue of the Dead Sea, 
close to the Allenby Bridge 
over the Jordan River, there 
are four Palestinian refugee 
camps. The valley is green 
with orange groves and fields; 
the hills behind are eroded 
grey limestone ;.now, in 
summer, ,the heat is a weight 
to carry. ‘ 

Imagination leaps from the 
term “refugee camp’ to the 
picture of little Belsen, hordes 
of hungry, idle people penned 
in by barbed wire. 

The camps are nothing like 


that. They are simply, poor ~ 


Arab villages or-small towns, 
all different, as the houses in 
them are all different. ‘ 

If there is enough land for 
the. refugees to plant trees 
and grow grape arbors and 
flowers, they look livable and 
cheerful; if cramped for 
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space, they look like rural 
slums, 

But the residents have one 
great advantage; UNRWA 
(United Nations Relief and 
Works Agency) runs a welfare 
state for its charges, the 
Palestinian camp refugees. 
Native Arab poor enjoy no 
such special care. 

The largest refugee camp in 
Jordan, Aquabat Jaber, near 
Jericho, covers 700 acres of 
ground. It is a well-organized 
small town, with nine schools, 
323 shops, cafes, a post office, 
sports grounds, a clinic-com- 
pound, mosques, and — most 
important — 232 taps for 
unlimited clean water, 

As in all camps, the houses 
and their little walled patios 
are built of what UNRWA 
sorrowfully describes as “‘mud 
brick.” Mud brick is adobe, the 
traditional building material 
of peasant and working class. 
For Arabs, Mexicans, Viet- 
namese and others who live in 
@ kot climate adobe serves as 
natural air conditioning. 

Aquabat Jaber, and the 
neighboring Jericho camps 
are now ghost towns, though 
probably most of the residents 
will filter back. No other

(Statement made by 
UNWRA's chief representa- 
tive in West Jordan, during an 
interview on July 4 at Kalan- 
dia, which confirmed my own 
observations.) 

By their location, I calcu-

‘Blind Pig’ Raided at Dawn 


Just before dawn, the police raided a “blind pig,” an 
after-hours joint neighborhood residents had been complain- 
ing about for six months. The police, however, had known 
about its existence for months. After all, 50 people at an all- 
night drinking and gambling party every night of the week 
without the knowledge of the policemen on the beat is 
stretching credulity a bit far. : 

The merrymakers and gamblers were given the usual 
searching and then herded into police cars. Then the

Negroes were milling along 12th Street. They congregated 
at the corner of Clairmount to watch the raid and the arrests.

Within twe hours, 12th St. was a human jungle. Dewey

Sunday dawn broke over a Detroit that was already 
beginning to belch flames.

No looting of the:r own They are not thieves; they are men 
at war; revolutionaries bent of reducing the nation to ashes. 
The looters unknowingly co-operated by having a happy 
time, The streets teemed with Whites and Negroes who stole 
with abandon and glee. People came in cars from miles away 
and hauled orf freezers, sofas, television sets and clothing. 


looters mocked the police for being stupid. 

The police would move in on one set of looters; 
looters would break and run across the street and 
another store, a store windew a block away would 
other looters moved in. The police would then take 
the streets, their lights blinking and sirens wailing. 


Woman Sets Fire to Store. 


Then the human ejemeni began to play into the hands of 
the revolutionaries. 

A Negro woman on relief set fire to a furniture store 
because she felt she would never be able to pay the bill she 
owed there. Due to the interest rate she was being forced to 
pay $910.12 to satisfy an original debt of $285. cS 

“Yes,” she said. “I burned that damn Jew store down. 
That's one bill I will never have to pay. I made sure the office 
and all the records went up in flames first!’’ 

Clifford Williams, a Negro, owned a combination drug 
and liquor store at 12th and Philadelphia. For more than a 
year civil rights organizations, notably C.O.R.E. (Congress of 
Racial Equality}, had been urging Williams to cease his 
harsh treatment of Negroes. ‘He told us all niggers steal,” a 
C.O.R.E... leader said. ; 

“He-would make Negro customers stand in the middle of 
the store, their hands at their side while he waited on them.

He also once drew 
a gun on some Negro women who complained about his 
attitude.” 

A month ago C.0.R.E, put a picket line around Williams’ 
store, Detvey Shanks headed the picket line. 5 

“Williams came out and told us we could march until our 
feet fell off,” Shanks said, “If you niggers don’t like the way 
I treat you, if you don’t like my prices, then dammit go buy 
in Grosse Point!’ he bellowed.” 

Williams’ store was the first Negro store burned to the 
ground. The revolutionaries did not do it. ..They didn’t have 
to, 

At a time when they ordinarily would have been headed 
for their pulpits a group of Negro ministers were closeted 
with Ray Girardin, Detroit’s police commissioner. They urged 
the commissioner to keep his men in check, that the looters 
not be fired upon. 

Thier reasoning was that once the police opened fire 
hundreds of Negroes would be killed: This, they contended, 
would start a major riot. They further contended that if left 
alone the looting would simply run its course and end. The 
commissioner agreed. - 

They were all correct but for the fast that they did not 
know about the agitator element, hard at work stoking the 
uprising. é 

The pattern spread to Detroit’s east side. Vignettes réveal 
what happened next: jae 

A weary but happy arsonist approached a Negro school 
teacher on La Salle St. “We have Twelfth Street in flames,”’ 
he said. “Linwood is next.” 

A half hour later Linwood Boulevard was aflame. 

A Negro woman approached a Negro doctor on Euclid 
and bragged that she was getting paid to set fires. 


Shuddered With Horror 


An elderly Negro man who lives on La Salle went to buy 
groceries on Linwood.

Cuban Asks Asylum 
After Games. End 


WINNIPEG (CP) — Cuban) 
Nestor Carbonell said today he| 
is seeking sanctuary in Canada 
because freedom as he knows 
the word is not enjoyed by the 
people of his homeland. 

A trainer with Cuba’s Pan- 
American Games rowing team, 
Mr. Carbonell slipped away 
Friday on the eve of his team's 
final race and hid out in a hotel 
until all Cuban athletes and 
officials had left Winnipeg. 

His stated reasons for staying 
behind were given today in a 
prepared statement distributed 
just before the start-of a press 
conference in the office of his 
lawyer, Denis Hayes. 

In-the statement, the 25-year- 
old trainer said he loves the 
Cuban people and is proud of 
his homeland. 

But he added: 

“T am also a man and I wish, 
like all men, no matter where 
they live, to be free. Freedom, 
as I understand that word, is 
not enjoyed by the people of 
Cuba, so I decided some time 
ago to leave my country and to 
find a new home. 

“I am. very. sorry. that 
circumstances have compelled 
me to make this decision.”

It would include integrated personal 
and corporate income taxes, or credits, and it would include 
maximum level of taxation " 

Such things as the estate tax, the family as a tax unit 
and the averaging-of-income system and the treatment of 
capital gains as realized or accrued, are secondary. 

As secondary items they are closely related to the core 
items, in Prof. Slater's opinion.
